Iu fnct this office is regarded as 
being one of the most influential in the 
lice of political finiiuces, and the fact that 
it has boeu unfilled so far baa to some ex- 
tent created the impression that the Ad- 
ministration was going to let the iilver 
question severely alone. Bat it Reoms 
that this is not the case, and the prevalent 
idea is that tho President has only been 
rlefering the matter until n more opportune 
time.

THE M.OCKADE ItAISED. 


The Cascade Bridge Rebuilt and Trains 


Again Passing—Cause of the Fire— 
The Transfer, Etc. 


Particulars of the burning ot tLe Cascade 


iridge on the line of the Central Pacific, 
ix miles vest of the Summit, indicates 
hat the damage done by the big forest fire 
s far greater than was announced in, the 
lispatches. 
j 


The fire started over a month ago in a j 
anyon near Cisco, where a camping party j 


was located. Their camp-fire "got away" 
rom them, and, spreading rapidly through 
he timber, soon covered a large tract of 
ountry. It swept over half a mile of 
nowRheds on or about the 9th of last 
month, totally destroying them. 
Ever 


ince the fire has raged in the neighboi- 
lood and the railroad company has mon 
and fire trains constantly on the watch 
guarding against a repetition of the catas- 
rophe. 


All last wtek three fire trains were on 


luty but in spito of tha utmost exertions 
he fire entered upon the domain of the 
railroad company. On Thursday, shortly 
before noon, the Cascade bridge caught 
firo and was destroyed. From the bridge 
he sheds on each side took fire, and in a 
short space of time about a mile of them 
•were barneJ. The Blue Canyon, Summit 
and one Truckee fire train were caught 
on the other side of the break nud could 
do nothing towards checking the flames. 


The destruction of this bridge has re- 


sulted in the almost total suspension of 
railroad traffic in this section. As soon as 
the fire in the sheds was extinguished— 
•which 
WUB late Thursday night—a large 


'orce of tracklayers weie put to work re- 
aying the damaged track, and they suc- 
ceeded in completing this work by Friday 
orenoon. 
The bridge, bowever, could 


'' t b« replaced so easily, as it was 300 feet 
01.^ aud over 100 feet high. The only 
way to do was to construct a road around 
the break and then transfer paseengfis 
Baggage, express and mail. 


There w»s no road near the track, and 


one had to be constructed. 
About 250

job.
